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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Attorney Arthur Crawford on 8/17/2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, in the last line 'average particle size' is replaced with 'average particle length'. 
In claim 2, line 2 'average particle size' is replaced with 'average particle length'. 
In claim 3, line 3 'average particle size' is replaced with 'average particle length'. 
In claim 18, in the last line 'average particle size' is replaced with 'average particle 

length'. 

In claim 20, line 8 'average particle size' is replaced with 'average particle length'. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner found 
it was not known in the art to make pig's hair to alkaline oxidation, drying and formation into 
particles with a length from 0.5 to 4 mm. The examiner further found it was not known or 
obvious in the art to combine said particles with cellulosic fibers to make paper pulp and paper 
based products. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
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fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Interview Summary 

An applicant initiated interview was held between Examiner Anthony Calandra and 
Attorney Arthur Crawford on 8/17/2010 to discuss the instant case and specifically the human 
translation of the Japanese Akitaro document. The translation showed that while it discussed the 
broad genus of animal fibers the specific species given were goat, sheep, camel, rabbit, cashmere 
(goat), mohair (goat), lama and Angola [goat]. Half of the disclosed species were goat hair 
based. The applicant argued that the person of ordinary skill in the art would recognize the 
difference between the types of hairs disclosed in the Akitaro document and that of pig hair. The 
examiner agreed that while Akitaro taught a broad genus of animal hair the English translation 
showed that it taught towards only specific types of animal hairs namely goat, sheep and rabbit 
hairs. The examiner also agreed that it would be erroneous to make a substitution of pig's hair 
for any of the disclosed species of Akitaro. 

Case 1 1/628715 and double patenting were discussed. The examiner stated that since the 
instant application was the earliest filed application, that there were no remaining rejections and 
that case would be first to issue then there is no double patenting issue for the instant case. 

Finally the term 'particle size' was discussed. It was agreed to change the term to 
'particle length' which found support in the specification to better point out that fiber length and 
not diameter where being claimed (which is how the examiner interpreted the term during 
prosecution).
